berculin. The lemperulures are taken 
annul iwo hours apart, during the first 
day of tbe test. Tne tuberculin is in- 
jeuted from 8 to 9 o'clock m the even- 
ing of the first day. 


I-roil) 4 to 6 o'clock tbe uext morning, 


the first temperature is taken, uud 
eyery hour thereafter, uutil some time 
iu the afternoon, according to condi- 
tions. Ifau "animal has tuberculosis 
the temperature will become elevated 
iu from IU lo 18 hours alter tbe injec- 
tion. But if there are upiiiying tuber- 
cles iu the system, aud if uo other ab- 
normal couuitiou exists, there will be 
little or uo elevation of temperature.

lowed to make a test, an there must he 
u study of the case after tile test is com- 
pleted. A record of all tlie tempera- 
tures of each ahiuial is made right at 
the time Ihe temperatures are taken" and 
recorded on the churl specially prepared 
for Ihe purpose.

relative to the national assembly and

The composition of toe council of the 


empire, or upper house of the national

a pliable, majority in the council, to 
block the nation*! assembly should the 
majority of the latter be iu opposition 
to the crown. 


The government carefully, retains the 


power to promulgate "temporary laws 
during recesses of (lie parliament" and, 
As the parliament Is. subject to dissolu- 
tion by Imperial ukase., the government 
is thus iu a jpositiou In time of stress 
to rid Itself of an obnoxious legislature 
and proclaim such laws as It deems nec- 
essary to meet the emergency.

Nobody knows with certainty what 


the so called "devil's corkscrews" real- 
ly are. They are found by tens of thou- 
sands In Nebraska, 'most particularly 
In Sioux count}', and some of them are 
atf much as forty feet In heitftit, without 
counting the gigantic "roota" presently 
to be .described. 
Quartz la .the sub- 


stance of which they are made, but 
bow they came to be imbedded, num- 
bers of them together, iu the sandstone 
cliffs of that region Is more than any- 
body can tell, unless, perhaps, one the- 
ory, to be mentioned later, Is to be ac- 
cepted as correct. 


You are traveling, let UB say, on 


horseback through tbat part of the 
country, and, as often happens, you 
see, standing out from tbe face of a 
sandstone cliff, a gigantic spiral. If, as 
geologists have proved, the sandstone 


' rock be chipped away a corkscrew 


shaped tiling of quartz is exposed to 
view, fashioned so mathematically as 
to be-easily mistaken at first glance 
for a work of art. The Vhlte spiral 
may be free, as' a sculptor would say, 
or, In other cases, may be twined about 
a sort of axis,* as a vine would run 
around n vertical pole. 


Somebody awhile ago gave to these 


spirals the name "devil's corkscrews" 
for want of a better and ns expressive 
of tbe mystery of tfieir origin. 
Scien- 


tists discussed them lu vain, and many 
theories were formed in regard to them. 
There were authorities who declared 
they were fossil burrows excavated in 
, tertiary times by gophers of a huge 
and extinct species. And, to confirm 
this notion, the bones of some burrow- 
ing animal were actually found Imbed- 
ded iu the substance, of one of the 
"screws." 
This seemed to.settle tbe 


matter for awhile, putil the.controversy 
was started again by the discovery of 
the osseous remains, under like condi- 
tions, of a small deer. Nobody couid 
assert tbat a deer was ever,a burrow- 
ing animal, and so that notion bad to 
be abandoned. 


Other theorists declared that tbe "fos- 


sil twisters," as some folks culled them, 
represented .the prehistoric borings of 
gigantic worms tbat lived in the very 
long ago. 
Yet others suggested that 


they were petrified vims, though it was 
difficult to explain bow or why the 
"poles" on which the alleged vines 
seemed In ninny cases to have beeu 
trained bad been so admirably pre- 
served, or. for tbat matter, originally 
erected. 


In the midst of so many contradictory 


theories the problem seemed likely to 
defy solution indefinitely. The one that 
held out longest and gained most ad- 
herents was that of tbe extinct gophers. 
It accounted for the "root"—a shape- 
less appendage often nearly as big as 
• 


the "twister" itself und attached to the 
lower end of the latter—which obvious- 
ly, as it seeini'd, had been the uest of 
the rodent animal, the "corkscrew" rep- 
resenting tlie spiral hole by which it 
made its way to the surface of the 
ground. What couid possibly be more 
easy to comprehend?' 


Professor E. IT. Barhour, however, 


has declared—and his decision is ac- 
cepted provisionally until somebody 
offers a belter--ih:it tiie corkscrews are 
of vegetable origin. They are. be as- 
serts, the fossil remains of ancient 
water weeds of gigantic size, which 
grew millions of years ago on the hot- 
torn of a vast shwt of water that cov- 
ered all of Nebraska. These must have 
beeu tbe biggest aquatic plants that 
ever existed, nnd when the huge lake 
that overflowed the region in question 
dried up the remains of many of the 
plants worn left behind buried In the 
accumulated detritus at the bottom. 


In tbe course of time—ages after tile 


bottom of the ancient lake had been 
converted iuto solid rock—rivers plow- 
ed their way through tbe land, cutting 
Uils way nnd that aud exposing to tlie 
view of tlie modern traveler on the 
faces of the cliffs the fossil casts of the 
prehistoric water weeds Just as they 
stood when they grew hundreds of 
thousands and probably millions of 
years ago. Their tisspes were replaced 
as they decayed by silica from the wa- 
ter, particle by particle, and thus, as If 
by magical menus, their likenesses 
have been preserved for the' wonder 
and admiration of 'the present surviv- 
ors on the enrih.

•on the noith bauK of the Kalamazuo 
liver. 


It is notable for tbe reason that there 


are now only a few resting places left 
•of this handsome and mujeslic bird In 
this State, and still mure notable for 
the fact that this is the only rookery 
not located iu inaccessible' swamps, 
•almost impossible to penetrate, especi- 
ally for women bird students. 


Herons always returu to the same 


nesting place. The ones at this rookerv 
have returned annually for twenty 
years past. 


Tbe uests are huge, rude atlalrs, 


built of stick and-twigs of about the 
same size, loosely placed together und 
forming a sort of lattice work on which 
lue eggs are laid. 


They use tbe name nest eviry year, 


simply adding more sticks. -The eggs 
number from three to four, are of a 
blueisb green color, a little larger than 
ben's eggs. 
, If posoihle, sycamore trees are always 
selected for nesting beuauue the color of 
the bark-harmonizes perfectly with the 
plumage of the bird and allords what 
ornithologists term "protective colora- 
tion." 


The herous during the nesting period 


are of great benefit to'the tanners 'as 
they destroy all the snakes and Held 
mice for miles around. When they 
are feeding the young, the noise and 
commotion made cau be beard at a 
great distance.—Ortroit Free Press.

Roman's Artificial Leg.' . 


The oldest artificial Itg existing is 


now in Ibe museum of the Huyal Col- 
lege ot hurgeons of England. It was 
found in a tomb at Capua aud Is 
described in tbe catalogue as follows: 


"Roman artificial leg; tbe artificial 


limb accurately represents the loriu 
of tbe leg; it is made with-pieces of 
thin bronze, fastened by bronze uallB 
to a wooden core. Two iron bars, hav- 
ing boles at their free ends, are attached 
to tug-upper extremity yf the bronze; a 
quadrilateral piece of Iron, found near 
the position of tbe foot, Is thought to 
have giveu strength to n. There is no 
trace of the fool, and the wooden core 
bad nearly crumbled away. 


Thai skeleton bad its waist sur- 


rounded by a belt or sheet bronze 
edged with smuli rivets, probably used 
to fasten a leather lining. Three painted 
vases (red Ugnres on a black ground) 
lay at the feel of the skeleton. The 
vases belonged, to a rather advanced 
period m the decline of ait (about three 
hundred years li. C.)."—British Medi- 
cal Journal.

senate a "pair" is made out with a 
member of the opposition and tiled 
with the clerk. This acts to preserve 
the balance of tlie majority, since one 
vote from each side is taken away. 
The matter Is entirely one of personal 
arrangement, and the clerk's only duty 
is to record the- fact. 


Iu parliament there is an official to 


prepare these pairs nnd to act as 
'"whip" for his party, the place carry- 
ing with It a salary of $10,000 as pat- 
ronage secretary. 


The parliamentary whip is something 


more than an arranger of pairs, bow- 
ever, for his chief duty lies in seeing 
that all members of his party are pres- 
ent wheu there is likely to he a need 
of their vote, and for this purpose he 
sends out through his assistants uo- 
ti-jos in which the importance of the 
events to come is shown by the num- 
ber of the underscored lines used. 


A one line whip, wherein the ^subject 


of the debate uud other Information are 
underscored but once, is not regarded 
as being particularly pressing, but a 
two line whip commands attention, and 
a three line whip means that the recip- 
ient who absents himself is liable to 
tind himself in disfavor with his party. 
Four lines are used ouly iu announcing 
great events, and no one who receives 
the occasional live line whip would 
think of remaining away unless ill in 
bed. 


• In parliament pairing is a matter ar- 
ranged by the'whips of the opposing 
parties and not by those who seek to 
escape their duties. At times there are 
humorous mistakes niade'as each seeks 
to pair oil some one who would in any 
event remain away. The most nota- 
ble case was one wherein a man abed 
with a broken leg was paired with a 
member who had just died, each whip 
gloating over his cleverness until the 
facts came to light.

air iu au * inclosed space. 
Our fore- 


fathers attributed nearly all the evils 
that beset thorn to drafts, aud (hey 
would • not have slept iu uncurtained 
beds for anything. 
Of course their 


windows and doors, were shaky, and 
houses stood far apart, so drafts were 
nearly inevitable. But the modern sci- 
enliflc world tri«s tq deny drafts alto- 
gcihcrand calls them •winds'which are 
harmless nnd oven healthy to a certain 
degree. 


Any one who cares to h'ud out the 


difference between a wind and a draft 
can do so in any apartment which has 
wiudows on different sides of 
the 


house. Let him open a window on a 
windy day ou the side of the house 
toward which the wind blows. The air 
which comes in is quite harmless if 
the person exposed to It be dressed in 
warm clothes, and little.children may 
take tlie air in a room thus ventilated. 
But let him open a window past -which 
the wind blows, and it will be found 
that the air in the room is moved by .a 
number of currents, all of which strive 
to reach the opening. It is tlie passing 
•wind which sucks up the air in the 
room and draws it out, and this causes 
the room to have what is called a 
draft 


The effect upon sensitive persons is 


Immediately felt, like the forerunner 
of pain to come. A draft will always 
be felt ns colder than tlie wind. Very 
dangerous drafts are those flint are 
produced In railway cars by, tho rapid 
motion of the train. 
It is not wind 


that gets Into the carriages, but the 
air of the car which is sucked out. A 
lighted match held to tlie chink-of the 
window v!:i prove this, as the flame 
will be dr.:wn toward tlie window, not 
blown from It.
